Compared  with  last  . year,  soyhean,  bucfe/hea.t  ajid  rye 
sales  v/ere  lov/er  .in  the  pealc  period  and'  correspondingly  higher  du.ring  the  remainder 
of  the  season.    Except  for  the  relatively  high  marketings'  in  Wovemlier,  hay  sales 
were  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year,    September  movement  of  dry  edible 
beans  was  heavier  than,  usual. 

The  Service's  estimates  are  based  on  reports  from  interior  mills,  eleve.tors 
and  warehocises  showing  quantities  purchased  from  farm.ers  by  months  and  reports  from 
farmers  shovdng-  sales  -by  months.    Data  are  shown  for'  the  United  States  and  for  the 
leading  marketing  States,    Yov  the  United  Sta.tes,  comparative  data  are  Shoicn  for 
the  1933-39  crop  marketing  see.son  in_  each  case  and  for  the  average  of  the  10-yea,r 
period,  1928—29  to  1937-38  for  most  crops.     Sales  by  States  are  estimated  on  the 
basis  of  a  12— month  marketing  season.    Since  some  crops  are  harvested  and  move  to 
market  earlier  from  some  States  than  from  others,  the  marketing  period  for  the 
entire  country  covers  13  or  14  months  in  the  ca.se  of  certain  crops. 


This  year  the  report  on  monthly  marketings  has  been  enlar.ged  to  include  grain 
sorghum,  soybeans,  dry  edible  beans,  hay  and  buclciirheat.    This  brings  together  in 
one  publica.tion  the  estimates  of  monthly  sales  of  the  principal  good  grains,  feed 
cro^js  ajid  oil  seeds. 
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WHEAT;  Only  58,4  percent  of  the  v/heat  sales  for  the  1939-40  crop  marketing  year 
occurred  from  Jxme  to  October,  whereas  67,3  percent  of  the  preceding  year's  sales 
were  in  those  months,  and  the  lO-year  (1928-37)  average  for  the  5  months  is  71  per- 
cent.
